SEVENTH (7TH) ANNUAL SESSION. 

The Gulf Mission Conference of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church met in its Seventh Annual Session, (nth, includ- 
ing its existence as a Mission) in the First M. E. Church, 
Port Arthur, Tex., February 5, 1903. Bishop W. F. Malla- 
lieu, D. D., L. L. D., presiding. 

Devotional Exercises. — After a prayer and song ser- 
vice, the Conference opened by singing Hymn No. 798, 
Methodist Hymnal and by request of the Bishop, C. C. Mor- 
ris read the 12th chapter of Romans and Wm. R. Chase led 
in prayer. 

Roll Call. — C. W. Campbell, Secretary of the last 
Conference, called the roll, and the following were present :

Book Concern Accounts.— P. C. Chaney was elected 
to collect accounts for the Book Concern. 

Conference Bar. — On motion of M. C. Hickman the 
bar of the Conference was made to include the four front 
pews. 

Convening and adjourning. — The hour fixed for 
opening the Conference was 9 an d closing 12 m. 

J. W. Tinnin stated that the railroad company had 
tendered a special train to the Conference for a short excur- 
sion Saturday afternoon. 

Thirteenth Question. — J. W. Lively was called, his 
character passed, and he reported the work of the Marshall 
District. Wm. R. Chase was called, his character passed and 
he reported the work of the New Orleans District. The

T. C. Iliff, Rev. E. B. Caldwell, China; Rev. F. M. Boyles, 
pastor of Port Arthur M. E. Church, South; Miss Eliza 
Page, W. H. M. S., New Orleans, and Miss Ella Johnston, 
Corresponding Secretary of Woman’s Home Missionary So- 
ciety. 

Time and place of meeting of the Committees was fixed 
at 2 p. m. by the Bishop.

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SECOND DAY, FRIDAY. 

Port Arthur Texas, February 6, 1903. 

Conference opened at 9 a. m. with religious exercises 
conducted by Bishop Mallalieu. After song and prayer ser- 
vice, some minutes were spent in repeating promises of 
Scripture as a basis of faith. The Bishop gave an address 
on Scriptural promises. 

The minutes of Thursday’s session were read, corrected 
and approved. 

Draft. — The Bishop presented a draft for $53.00 on 
the Book Concern which was ordered and made payable to 
C. A. King, chairman of the Board of Stewards. 

Report. — The Secretary read a report representing the 
interests of the Book Concern.

They 
were continued for the same purpose and asked to report at 
the earliest possible date to the chairman of the Conference 
Board of Stewards. 

— It *was ruled 
that the Twentieth Century Conference Claimants Collection 
be placed for investment in the hands of the Conference 
Stewards. 

Reports. — After the passage of their character, the 
following brethren reported their work: B. W.Hugg, J. R. 
Basket, W. C. Mann, and W. E. Harrison. The grade of 
each one in the Conference course of stucl>y of the first year, 
was reported by the Registrar, and they were advanced to 
the studies of the second year.

CHURCH EXTENSION. 

From its inception in 1805, to October 31st., 1902, the work of the 
Board of Church Extension is indeed gratifying to all who make a study 
of its work, which can be easily and quickly done in the Official Journal 
of the Board, — “Christianity in Earnest,” The totals of the work of the 
Board gives us the gratifying result of $7,748,781.24 as the net receipts 
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on both General and Loan Funds, with 12,356 churches aided and 3,750,000 
sittings provided. 

The receipts for the fiscal year closing with October 31st. 1903, is in- 
deed gratifying. This shows a total amount received of $619,026.78, of 
which $155,677.92 represents the amount of principal of loans returned, 
which is the largest receipt on this item in the history of the work. 

Churches of our Conference have received aid, which has made possi- 
ble the gratifying results from our work in this wide and needy field. In 
this connection we rejoice in that debts of $450.00 on the Welsh, and 
$152.00 on Lake Charles Churches have been paid. 

The importance of our attitude to the claims of the Church Exten- 
sion Board is only exceeded by that of the Missionary Society; indeed, 
the work of the two go together hand in hand, which should awaken us 
to do our duty by it, at least in proportion to that of the Missionary 
Society, which is four to one in favor of the latter. 

Our Conference is asked to raise $225, which gives us $700 under a 
definite provision of the Disciplines fixed from year to> year by the General 
Committee. 

The amount of aid granted will depend on the amount collected, which 
rule cannot be changed. 

This should move us to diligence that we may bring up at least the 
amount asked and if possible go beyond it. 

To aid us in this, Christianity in Earnest and Glad Tidings should be 
used as advocators to our people till they see the question in its proper 
light, and come to our help. If we fail or allow this move to languish; 
surely we shall be without excuse.. We recommend for adoption the fol- 
lowing resolutions: 

1. We heartily congratulate the Board of Church Extension on the 

success of its move through a period of thirty-three years, and for the 
gratifying advances made last year. 

;2j That we urgently commend our Conference to the Board as a 

needy and promising field, the fostering of which cannot but bring unprece- 
dented returns. 

3. That our Presiding Elders be requested to apportion with care 

the full amount asked for Church Extension, to the several pastoral 
charges, and that we„ as j pastors availing ourselves of the helps provided 
by the Board, will present this cause in all our Churches, and endeavor to 
secure, at least, the amount asked for in accordance with the plan of 
Discipline.

FREEDMAN’S AID AND SOUTHERN EDUCATION. 

The Freedman’s Aid and Southern Education Society has accomplish- 
ed a work in this great Southland, which good men and holy angels,, yea, 
we believe the Divine Father is pleased with. 

Forty-three schools of high grade for white and colored people, valued 
at $2,160,200, planted by this society, are employing nearly five hundred 
Christian teachers. 

Ten thousand and sixteen students were in these schools last year. 
Two thousand, nine hundred in the Industrial departments, four hundred 
and eighty-four preparing for the Ministry, five hundred and forty-one 
Medical students, eight hundred and sixty-nine preparing to teach. 

A wonderful work indeed. Yet, great as this is, what has been done 
is but the beginning of what needs to be done, hence the call for more 
earnest and united effort on the part of the whole Church to furnish the 
means necessary to carry on this gigantic work. 

The Society asks this Conference to raise the coming year $100. 
We recommend that this amount be apportioned to the charges of the 
Conference in the usual way. 

The Society asks the Church to raise a thank offering of $100,000 to 
be applied on its debts. We recommend that each pastor be urged to> raise 
what they can above the amount (apportioned to meet the $100) to apply 
on this fund. 

The Society ought to build a school for the white people at some cen- 
tral point in the Gulf Mission Conference. 

The time has come when we as a Conference feel it must be done, a*nd 
we take this method of calling attention of the Board to the fact. We 
recommend that “Lincoln’s birthday” be observed by all our pastors, as 
our Freedman’s Aid and Southern Education day.
